Furth.er Court Reform 
Needed. 

The County Court (the Poor Man's Court) 
is introduced into this Province mi bloc 
from the County Court Acts in force 
iu England. There, at the time of 
the passing of these Acts, the jurisdic- 
tion of the County Court was £50, 
and the Judges were Queen's Counsel 
i\m\ other Ijuiiiaiors of gi'eat exper- 
ience. Here the jurisdiction is §500, 
Avhicli embraces a large proportion of 
tlio l)iisino.s.s of the Country, and the 
Coil Illy Courts have heconic naturally 
t'lo dfbt-sollec'tiiii.; t'oiirts of the Pro- 
vince Then.' i;* a ]>vovisi()ii in tlie 
Kuglisli County Couil Acts that the 
costs are in the discretion of the Jiidyc 
and of course they are so here. The 
exercise of this discretion is a vciy 
delicate business and should only be 
doue in very exceptional cases, if at 
all, in a debt-collecting court. If a 
party is entitled to recover his debt Le 
ought to have all the costs ho has to 
pay to enforce the collection.. It, is 
saiil that at times our County Juilges 
make plamtilVs pay their own costb 
when giving judgment for their own 
debts. This is tantamount to reduc- 
ing the plaintiff's debt and coiapellinj,' 
him to give up a part rather than l.'^o 
to the court which will compel him m 
do so. In the iirdiiiaiy law courts of 
England, the other I'li iviiices, and 
even here, costs follow as a matter of 
course, the Court having no discre- 
tion in the matter ; and if in the Su- 
premo Court a plaiiititV gets his costs 
why not in the County Court V Is it 
safer to have this discretionary power 
vested iu a County than a Supreme 
Court Judge, so that what Mr. Begbie 
cannot do Mr. Pemberton may ? and 
are we sure that a non-professional 
judge can properly exercise a discr<;- 
tion which, although by the English 
County Court Acts is given to the 
judge, yet that juilgo is an able law- 
yer, and the jurisdiction is only half 
what it is hereV We strongly recom- 
mend the repeal of this discretionary 
l)Ower. So that cnsls should always 
follow the event, iu order that a i)arty 
when going to court to collect his debt 
may in reality collect it and not a part 
of it. AVe are forcibly struck with 
this incongruity of the working of oui 
court.';. To try a light criuiiual case, a 
Supremo Court Judge with all the at- 
tendiug e.xjjinse is sent to the locality, 
.although a County Judge is there, who 
t;anuot try the prisoner; but Ibo County 
Judge can try a most important civil case 
involving aomotimos very dilllcult (jues- 
lions of law. In Outitrio it is the roverso 
of this . The County Judge tries tbo 
light criminal case and the Supreme 
Court Judge the difficult civil one. Cau 
wa not learn something from Ontario :n 
this respect? Vob; wo cau e.-it.-ibli.sh what 
can be cr.V 2d an inferior side of the Su- 
proine Court, so that cases from $Un) up 
lo i^MO can bebrouglit in tlio Siipremu 
t'ourt and tried before a judge of that 
Court — in fact, a Sux>reme Court case- 
but the Bcalo of costs can be reduced so 
that a party will not have to pay more 
than if the suit was brought iu the Coun- 
ty Court. This was done in Ontario and 
the system was in force for a number of 
years; but had to bo abandoned owing to 
the press of busiueus thereby tlir<Avu 
upon the Supreme Courts and the im- 
responding lightening of the County 
Court businesH. Our Supreme Court at 
jjrefient cup do the IjnsiiiOHS, and should 
the lime i;oino when it cannot , wo i^hall 
then have lawyers in the County Court 
as judges iiud such cases could then bo 
relegated to the latter courts. We have, 
in fact, such a proceeding now, but in a 
roundabout way. A party can bring his 
Muit in the County Court and remove it 
iiimself to the Supreme Court to bo tried 
tliero under Sec. 2 of .'Vet N'o. 1-17, lit- 
vised Statutes of Bntidli Columbia. Wliy 
not at once say such a .suit can bo brought 
on the iuferior side of the Supremo Court? 
By the 4th section of this Act a party can 
bring hia suit in the Suin-emu Court for 
n (biinand ubovo £20 sterling (about 8100) 
and make the losing party pay full Su- 
j)romo Court costs. Tliis, we think, 
Hhould be amondod, so that a party for 
u claim loss than S.')00 could not make 
the losing party pay Supremo Court 
oosts. Let us look to Ontario and loarn 
from her oiporionee in the.so matters. 
'I'hi'V have, iHt, a Division Court, ossen- 
ludly a Poor .Man's Court; 2nd, everv 
County is cut u]) into divisions in which 
a Court sits every two inouthH, and in the 
County lov.-n once a month, to try dis- 
puted cases. The jurisdiction iu licbl is 
jilOO; in tort, 840. The County .Jmhju 
comes round and tries those cases. The 
eosis are vcr/ light, the Government ask- 
no foes, and only a small fee to the 
to tlie clerk and bailiff and witnesses' fees 
are allowed.

'I'iio 
County Judge presides over this .'(Hirl 
and i)is judgment is according to 
law. ilo has no discretion to mak(> a 
huocossful party pay oostB; but the dolit 
if reeovored carries costs as a matter of 
l iglit. Tho costs in this court aro much 
l)olow those of tlie Superior Courts, tho 
(Jovorumont asking no fees. The ques- 
tions of fact are tried tho same time as 
Jho Quarter Sessions sit, the (;()unty

Numo piiiud of jurors. Next tln-y have 
(lie Supt.'rii'r CiJUrtH vciy much like ouv 
fSuiireme t'ourt, only Courts of Law anil 
Kouify ar.) Hopaiate, whilst with w.i tlii'v 
are joiDod; but their costs are very much 
lower than in our Buprenie Courts. Willi 
lhein,if a man brings in tho County Court 
.11 Snpi'vior Court ft ooso which miglit 
, MVS bspn brought in the divvBion Court, 



ho gets only Division Court costs, and 
has to pay his opponent hia costs incurr- 
ed iu excess over what he would have in- 
curred had tho case boon brought origin- 
ally iu the Division Court; and so if a 
party should bring iu tlie Huiierior (.'ourt 
a case wdiicli could hare boon brought in 
the County Court, .'id gets only County 
Court costs aud has to i)uy his adversary 
his costs iuoreasod over County costs. 
The efTeot of these provisions is this: 
When the debt is SlOO, the suit is in the 
lowest court with tho lowest oosts; when 
the debt is over 8101) ami under §400, the 
soit is in the County Omrt with quite 
low costs; wdion tho debt is over 8400, 
the suit is in the Superior Court m itli 
costs very much lower than our Supronio 
Court costs. Lot UB have those jiriviligos 
hero. If good for the people of Ontario 
why not for us, also ? Let us keep cases 
under 8100 whore they are now — with tho 
County Judges; but in cases over that 
amount and umler 8500 lot us have the 
bouetit of the Superior C'ourt judgment 
with a reduced scale of costs, aud then a 
man who happens to bo sued for over 
8IO1) and under 8'^>00 will not have to jwiy 
full Supreme Court Costa; and then KM 
us liavo a reduction of the official fees in 
both Cicurts, if not a total abandonnuMit 
of thorn, except moderate foes to SlierilV. 
Whou all this is brought alxjut then will 
a man bo able to try aud defend his 
right without impending ruiu.

Under the heading "5e;«//a 
and Smith Endorsed tiie organ publishes 
a reaolution [massed nt Cacho (.'rocdc do- 
nonucing Mr. lihiko's attitude towanls 
British Columbia; but there is no on- 
doreement of Smith arid Semliu. On the 
contrary, there is a decide<l oxpressiou 
of feeling against Mr. Somlin in a clause 
of the rosolatien which depreoatea "all 
attempts to divide us in our ondoavora to 
have the Ti^rvis carrii-r! out in their intfyvi 
ly." When it is rememlierod that Mr. 
Homliu 8up;iorled tlio alteration of the 
Terms of I'nion in tho House without an 
appeal to tho jjooplo, in direct opposi- 
tion to a resolution of his own constitu- 
ents passed in January last at a meeting 
held at Cache Creek, the clause we have 
quoted can only bo regarded as a posi- 
tive condemnation ( instead of an endorse- 
meut) of Mr. Semlin and tho Local Gov- 
ernment as well.

Do they call him a good and 
faithful servant, and pat him on the back 
and present him with tho freedom of the 
creek in a snuffbox, ajd beg him to ac- 
cept a renewal of the trust reposed in 
him four years ago ? Not much! They 
pass a resolution oondemning Mr. Blake 
ancl CRlli-.g for the "terms in th<?ir in- 
tegrity" — the very terms that i^fr. Semlin 
voted to alter. To ttio roll of diatricts 
that have condemned the Local Gororn- 
mont may now fairly bo added the name 
of Cache Creek, and it is worthy of note 
that at every public meeting and election 
held in the Province since the present 
Qoyernment took office the verdict has 
been tho same iis at Caclio Creek.

fined. Safety is still tho word and mo- 
tive that is executed with all possible 
modnlatioiis and variations in the whole 
fantasia of praying, note riMuling, anil 
appeal, "('(JUKI to Chri»t;" "Get an inter- 
est in Christ;" "Fly to tho Cross;" "Find 
tho Savior;" "Delay is dangerous, for 
Death may overtiUie you to morrow;" — 
tlieso are tho oharactoristic calls and 
warnings of the movement. 

This shows its radical vice. Its work- 
ing f<n-co, so far as tho instruction and 
the teachers gi ve it eliarnctor, is not tho 
glory of trullj, the beauty of liolinos.s, 
tlu! iiecil of human nutnre, for its health, 
to begin to serve t.lod and lio educated 
in a spiritual estimate of all nature and 
all life. The long aim of its tenor is sel- 
lish fear. Its fulcrum is the doatlibeil. 
Its aim is tho swinging of men, from tho 
edge of the grave over the abyss into a 
mechanical heaven. 

1 cannot do anything else tlmn say that 
this is poisrjn. The r<>ligious emotion 
tliat goes to the meetings may bo pure 
and ho[)eful. But when it is met by this 
kind of instruction, oi- is stimulated thus 
to more intnnse vitality, a bano is taken 
into the spiritual blood that I believe at 
most neutralizes the good effect of a re- 
nuncmtion of open sins. .Just to tho ex- 
tout that this doctrine is absorbed into 
chavactor, the manhood is injured. The 
jierson may not be a gross offender, as 
before, against tho Commandments; he 
may be a frequenter of prayer meetings, 
ami a sincere exhorter to flee from tho 
wrath to come; but he is converted to be 
stunted ; ho is innoculatod with a virus 
that chills and shrivels his humanity; he 
is 1 11 rued from a cureless and perhaps 
generous hearied sinnei' into a miserable, 
starveling dwarf of the spiritual order on 
the sido of the IjOrd. 

Not long ago I road a volume contain- 
in;,' Horiuons, preached in New York and 
lirooklyn with reference to tho revival, 
by tilt' iiiiist distinguished and oultivated 
ministers of these cities. Soino of tlie 
most powerful of the disi'onrses I rinui 
till past midnight. The air at last seem- 
Oil full of infernal terrors and woe, ami 1 
shut tho dreadful book. Bat, 1 suid to 
myself then, in exeiteraont of soul, what 
I will say here with seriousness and de- 
liberation, that rather than ony child of 
mine should havo the awful theology of 
tho average of that book stamped upon 
his heart, I should unsi)eakably prefer 
tliat they should grow up atheists. As 
atheists the best currents of human na- 
ture would not be corrupted in thorn. 
Believing what that book teaches, and 
having their whole natures cramped and 
distorted into its mould, it would not bo 
possible that tlieir sjiirits could have any 
religious beauty, grace, or jieaco. 

A largf, number of men and women, no 
doubt, do i rjcct most of this Tonom. They 
are sound and noble in spite of their the- 
ology. Their spiritual sense is instinc- 
tively so delicate and healthy that this 
leaven of evil in the bread of life offer- 
ed to them, is quietly cast out before it 
can piisr into llu ii moral liloij,!. IJut 
tho luajurUy take il into Gonslitutiou, It 
bccenies their wi:i(lom, their motive. their 
measure of ( iod s characlur. .Vinl then 
what can they know of tho infinite per- 
fectness. 

Believing tint God has appointed a 
turrilile and irreversible tlniil doom, that 
yawns just beyo:id the sepulchre, for 
Bvcry mun that has iuisusimI the Ojiporlu 
nilios of this lift>; that he will never pity 
or forgive any spirit he has made on the 
most Ihorinigh rejji-nlauce through eter- 
nity, what can they know, under auoh 
instruction, of that iiorfectness of God 
which is more than the sum of all the 
holy and lively qualities of human char- 
acter on earth. 

."Make God just as good in oternitv as 
he IS 111 tune. I'lit religion on its natur- 
al basis, and you kill tho rovival.s, yon 
shrivel the imiiiuy meetings. 

Lot any man go West or to I'lighiud 
and talk with tho men who represent tho 
energy and the future of this or any 
other couutrT;lot them hoar their lamen- 
tations over tho dreariness and huski 
noBK of tho theology that is poured from 
tho pulpit. Tliuir confessions of tho in- 
ward rebellion, and loathing with which 
when they go to church, they listen to 
its offote traditions, its ghastly philoso- 
phy of life, its artificial terrors, its theor- 
ies of tho Government of tho moral world , 
HO discorihint with the Himpli(!ity of sci- 
ence, so foreign from I he cleiiri'st insight 
which oil! best literature reveals; let him 
hear them utter their fears fin' the efl'i5ct 
on society. Open two gonoratious more 
of this diHiual parody of a Gospel, and 
ask if some noble administration of truth 
cannot bo inaugurated soon and widely. 

The awakening in this or tho old coun- 
try by which hopes will be roanimated, 
and fresh light [Kiurod into the pojuilar 
le ai t, will flow from the' sielnt Hl(^aling 
cjf real truth into our theology. Wo want 
such an ai!cess of truth that tho general 
miud can be fed with a Worthi(u- concep- 
tion of (iod; that will make every tlion(;ht 
of him iiiMjiiriiig' as the dawn of the morn 
ing, and will b^uiidi the iMipnrstition that 
this life is the linal state of probation, as 
an insult to his plan Ot eternal cduea 
tion, and a chimera of a barbarous age.

The Post-Offioe Savings

An official return lately published 
by Older of tho Postraaster-Gouoral 
gives a very interesting review of the 
operations of the I'ost-oflice Savings 
Bank dopartmout from its establish- 
ment in 18(;8 to tho present time. On 
the ;(Oth June, 18G8, the system hav- 
ing then been three monthfl in opera- 
lion, the uuinbor of Post-office Savings 
Banks was 81 ; on the 30th Juno, 187;"), 
it was 'JCiS. The number ot deposits 
mad(i during thu year ending 30th 
June, IHO'J, was lG,(jo3, and in the 
year ending Juno 30th 187G, it was 
l'2,r)08. But this was not the highest 
niiiiiber reeeivod in anyone year, as, 
ill 1871 the deposits were 45,329, tho 
doerease being clearly traceable to 
tlie less active condition of trade aud 
gi-oater stringency in the money mar- 
ket. 

Tlie deposits in 18t!8-'.) amounted to 
s'.)-_'7,.SSr), and in 1871-5 to 51,'J-12,3dG; 
but ill I.'S73-I they had reached 
:! ll),2.S t. The average amount of eacli 
do])osit in the seven years extending 
from June 30, I8G9, to June 30, 1875, 
was $53 40. The withdrawals in 1869- 
7(1 io::,iber,.d 4 787 , aud in 1874-5 |24,- 
(i:i7, ^iio iiggregato amount withdrawn 
being, in 18i;'J-70, ^21JG,754, and in 
187-1-.-) $2,041,879, the latter sum be- 
ing slightly in excess of the deposits. 

The tot 111 expense of management 
was, in l8()8-9, $5,808, and in 1874-5 
!pl '-'.od'.), the ex|)onses being relative- 
ly smaller as the aggregate amount 
of tlio traiisafdions has increased. It 
is to be noticed, however, that some 
economy appears to have been efTect- 
od in is7d-r), as, while the difference 
111 tlu^ liiisiness done was compara- 
tively trilling, the expense was 
'.liiti less in 1874-.") than in 1873-4, and 
?2,5U0 less than in 1872-3. The low- 
est average cost of each transaction
